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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

Favorable  conditions  for  the  winter  grain  crops  are  reported  throughout  Euro:: 
In  North  Africa,  c'Uo,  the  vir.ter  grain  crops  are  in  satisfactory  condition. 

The  banana  industry  of  Costa  Bica  is  reported  to  have  been  temporarily  wiped 
out  by  a  severe  storm, 

Argent ine  com  prospects  c_s  a  ?/hole  are  poor  as  a  result  of  continued  drought 
The  Jinglo-Scuth  American  3c  nk  reports  a  possible  loss  of  a  fourth  to  a  third  of  the 
total  crop.     It  is  hoped  that  rains  wnich  fell  in  the  region  of  Buenos  Aires  tne 
first  part  of  the  north  were  in  time  to  benefit  the  crop  of  the  southern  region. 

The  cotton  acreage  of  Indo  Ci-ina,   is  reverted  to  be  smaller  tnan  was  expected 
as  a  result  of  rains  during  the  sowing  season. 

PRODUCTION  NOTES. 

Cottcn  production  of  Ir.dia  for  1932-23  is  placed  at  4,348,000  bales  of  4? 8 
pounds  net  according  to  the  final  estimate  of  the  Department  of  Statistics.     This  is 
an  increase  of  332,000  bales  over  the  estimate  of  December  22.     This  crop  is  16  per 
cent  greater  than  that  of  last  year  which  amounted  to  3,735,000  bales.     The  area  for 
this  year,  according  to  the  final  estimate,  is  21,119,000  acres,  which  is  14  per  cer.* 
larger  than  the  acreage  of  1921-22. 

The  wheat  crop  of  Uruguay  is  reported  to  be  fair  by  the  Anglo-South  American 

Bonk. 

The  area  sown  to  oilseeds  in  Indie  tais  year,   including  sestmuoi,   linseed,   raj.  t 
and  mustard,   is  1?  per  cent  larger  than  the  area  of  it 2,1-22  according  to  the  first 
ana  second  forecasts. 

Hoes  in  Latvia  have  decreased  1?  per  cent  during  the  past  year,  numbering 
402,000  as  compared  witn  ^82,000  in  1921. 

Horses,  cattle,  sheep  end  rxets  in  Latvia  nave  been  increasing  during  the  last 
three  years.     Horses  now  number  303,000  as  compared  with  238,756  in  1920.  Cattle 
number  810,000        compared  with  691,232  in  1920  &nd  sheep  and  goats  1,161,500  as  con- 
pared  with  803,000  in  lb 20.     Horses-  are  no.v  nearly  as  numerous  as  they  were  before 
the  war,  according  to  the  estimated  number  for  the  Latvia  territory  in  1913,  Cattle 
lact  11  per  cent  of  being  as  numerous  as  in  1^13.     Estimates  for  sheep  end  goats 
are  not  available  for  1913. 

The  cooperative  killing  of  T_ics  _in  Denr.ark  during  1922  amounted  to  1,8SC,CCC 
uead  as  compared  with  1,400,000  in  1921,  or  an  increase  of  nearly  half  z.  million.  Tc 
this  total  figure  for  1922  must  be  added  the  figures  of  private  killings  not  yet 
published.     It  is  reported  tnat  Denmark  will  soon  be  back  to  pre-war  conditions,  so 
far  as  the  bacon  industry  is  concerned,  with  &  corresr  or.ding  quantity  available  for 
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PRODUCTION  NOTES  ,  -  CONTINUED , 

exports.     The  United  Kingdom  is  the  principal  outlet  for  Danish  bacon  where  it  com- 
petes with  bacon  from  the  United  States,   Canada  and  Ireland. 

ONION  REPORTS. 

The  1922  onion  areas  of  the  United  States  and.  Egypt ,  two  of  the  important  onion 
producing  countries ,  were  greater  "by  10  and  29  per  cent,  respectively,  than  in  1921. 
Onion  production  in  the  United  Statss  amounted  to  18,000,000  bushels  in  1922  as  com- 
pared 'with  14,500,000  bushels  in  1921. 

4  record  oni on  crop  in  the  Valencia  district  of  Spain,   is  reported  by  the  Vice 
Consul  at  Valencia. 

Spain  furnishes  approximately  three- fourths  of  the  onions  imported  into  the 
United  States.     Our  total  imports  in  1921  amounted  to  only  2,000,000  bushels.  No 
onions  were  imported  from  Egypt  in  1921,  but  159,000  bushels  were  received  in  1919 
and  249,000  bushels  during  the  first  ter  months  of  1922.     Thiity-four  thousand  busne Is 
arrived  from  Bermuda  from.  January  to  October,  1922,  as  compared  with  20,000  bushels 
during  the  year  1921. 

Annual  exports  of  onions  from  the  United  States  since  the  close  of  the  war 
amount  to  more  than  800,000  bushels,  of  which  Cuba  takes  about  one-half.  Canada 
furnishes  the  next  best  market  for  onions,  19  per  cent  of  our  total  exports  being 
shipped  to  that  country  in  1921  and  25  per  cent  in  1922, 

The  united  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  tool:  about  85  per  cent  of  all  the 
onions  exported  from  Spain  and  Egypt  in  1920  and  1921,  but  the  United  Kingdom  is  by 
far  the  heaviest  purchaser  from  both  countries.     The  exports  from  Spain  to  the 
United  States  in  1921  were  about  1-1/2  million  busnels ,  an  increase  of  about  54  per 
cent  over  1920,  while  the  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1921  were  about  4-3/4 
million  bushels,  an  increase  of  about  IS  per  cent  over  1920. 

Total  exports  from  Egypt  show  about  2  million  bushels  in  1920  and  2-1/2  million 
bushels  in  1921;  of  this  total  the  United  Kingdom  tool  l~l/2  rrillion  bushels  in  1920 
and  1-3/4  million  bushels  in  1921.     No  data  are  available  showing  experts  from  Egypt 
by  countries  in  1922,  but  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  total  exports  from  January  1  to 
September  30,   1922  are  nearly  4— 1/2  million  bushels,  or  cJbout  twice  as  much  as  the 
whole  years  of  1920  and  1921. 

Prices  for  the  1922-25  Spanish  onion  crop  have  fallen  since  the  beginning  of  the 
season.     On  January  31,  1923  prevailing  prices  at  Valencia  were  $1.05  to  $1.20  per 
100  pounds. 

The  area  of  the  onion  seed  cror  of  the  Canary  Islands  for  the  1922-23  year  is 
reported  to  be  much  smaller  than  that  of  last  year,  estimates  of  the  reduction  varying 
from  10  to  30  per  cent. 

The  price  of  the  1922  crop  of  onion  seed  in  the  Canary  Islands  was  lowered  by 
excessive  production  of  the  previous  season. 

Prices  of  onions  in  Cairo,  Egypt,  were  higher  during  the  first  half  of  1922 
than  at  any  time  in  the  two  preceding  years.

Onion  seed  r.  roducers  in  the  Crj.c<r:>-  Islands  c  i.ve  "been  accepting  contracts  for 
the  delivery  of  next,  season 's  onion  seed  to  American  importers  during  the  last  three 
months.     The  contracts  nave  b een  u£*de  at  abou  $1.00  per  round  f.o.b.  Teneriffe.  A 
small  crop  in  1^25  would  be  welcomed  by  exporters  as  the  very  large  crops  of  1921 
and  1922  have  left  a.  suxplus  of  seed  in  loth  the  Canary  Islands  and  in  the  United 
States."    The  United  States  ar.d  Porto, Rico  take  annually  from  60  to  90  jer  cent  of 
the  onion  seed  exports  of  the  Canary  Islands.     Exports  during  1922  totaled  104,026 
pounds. 

LlAKKETj  PRICE  AND  TRADE  NOTES. 

Exports  of  wheat  from  the  United  Stat  es  are  running  behind  i^st  year  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  we  have  a  larger  crop  and  lore  to  export.     Rye  and  oats,  on 
the  other  hard  ,  are  moving  rapidly.     Experts  of  com  have  been  less  this  year  then 
last.     Movements  of  all  grains  except  rye  have  b?.en  light  in  the  last  two  weeks. 

Experimental  shipments  of  vegetables  have  been  made  from  the  Netherlands  to 
tne  United  States.     Ine  cola  storage  problem  is  of  paramount  importance  and  freights 
^nd  cost  of  loading  r;ust  be  reduced  to  make  the-  shipments  rossible,  according  to  a 
report  made  bv  tne  Certral  Auction  Bureau  of  the  Netherlands'.     Future  shipments  are 
considered  possible  only  with  selected  produce  of  superior  quality.     Sample  ship- 
ments during  1922  included  cucumbers,  tomatoes,  cauliflower,  grapes,  carrots  and 
brussels  sprouts. 

American  condensed  and  evaporated. milk  will  be  barred  from  tr.e  Brit ish  markets 
after  August  1,  1923  unless  full  cream  sweetened  ar.d  unsweetened  condensed  milk  con- 
tains 9  per  cent  milk  fat  and  31  per  cert  tot:.l  milk  solids.     The  regulations  furtner 
require  26  per  cent  solids  for  skimmed  sweetened  and  2C  per  cent  solids  for  skimmed 
unsweetened.     All  c&ns  must  bear  labels  specifying  description  and  address  of  canu- 
facturer. 

Wholesale  prices  of  bacon  in  British  markets  «re  falling  due  to  large  avail- 
able supplies.  Lcarge  shipments  are  expected  from  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Holland.  The 
number  of  pigs  in  Denmark  is  greater  tnan  at  any  time  since  the  war  and  the  present 
large  killings  are  expected  to  continue  for  many  months, 

Pri ces  of  American  apples  in  British  marl ets  showed  strengthening  for  both 
boxed  and  barreled  stock  during  the  week  ending  February  24, 

Stocks  of  cotton  in  Mexico  will  last  sboUt  five  months  at  the  present  late  of 
consumption  which  is  arovna  7, C10  bales  per  month,  reports  the  American  Consul  at 
Mexico  City.     American  cotton  will  probably  have  to  be  imported  before  the  next  cotter 
crop  is  picked.

ONION  SEED  PROSPECTS  IN  THE  CANARY  ISLANDS . 

All  information  received  from  growers  end  exporters  of  the  Canary  Islands 
indicates  that  plantings  for  the  I925  onions eed  crop  have  been  materially  re- 
duced frcm  those  of  the  past  year,  estimates  of  -che  reduction  varying  from  10 
to  30  per  cent.     The  1°22  crop  proved  to  have  teen  much  larger  than  anticipated, 
having  been  exceeded  cnly  in  the  years  1917  and  1921.

FPICE  OF  ONION  SEED  IN  CANARY  ISLANDS  LOWERED  BY  FEAVY  PRODUCTION. 

Onion  seed  experts  frcm  the  Canary  Islands  were  invoiced  at  an  average  of 
95  cents  per  pound  according  to  a  consular  report  covering  the  1922  season  to 
date  of  Avgust  18.    This  price  is  reported  as  lower  than  any  year  since  1913,  aXi<i- 
is  attributed  to  excessive  production  in  1Q21.

EHC0UEAGEME17I  OF  FRUIT  GROWING  IN  ECUADOR. 


Legislation  has  recently  been  enacted  in  Ecuador  with  a  view  towards  en- 
couraging the  fruit  growing  industry  of  that  country".     The  legislation  authorizes 
the  President  of  the  Republic  to  grant  special  facilities  to  fruit  steamers;  to 
grant  land  concessions  for  the  cultivation  of  fruit;  to  give  fruit  cultivators 
a  free  hand  in  the  construction  of  necessary  railway  facilities;  to  permit  the  con- 
struction of  new  wharves  in  required  locations;  to  permit  the  use  of  national  waters 
for  irrigation  or  power  development  and  to  exempt  bananas  from  all  export  duties 
for  a  period  of  two  years  dating  from  the  date  of  their  production  for  the  export 
t  rade .

BRITISH  CONDENSED  MILS  STANDARDS  BAR  AMERICAN  PRODUCT.

The  American  condensed  milk  trade  with  Great  Britain  may  be  greatly  dim- 
inisned  ^s  a  result  of  regulations  recent  1-T  cade  by  tne  British  Department  of  Agri- 
culture which  become  effective  on  August  1  this  year.     These  regulations  prohibit 
the  importation  of  all  "full  cream  sweetened  ana  unsweetened  condensed  milk"  which 
does  not  contain  9  per  cert  milk  fat  end  31  per  c^nt  total  calk  solids.     The  new 
regulations  further  require  26  per  cent  solids  for  skimmed  sweetened  and  20  per  cent 
solids  for  skimmed  unsweetened  milk.    These  regulations  will  completely  bar  American 
milk  as  manuf actured  under  the  standards  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture -which  require  a  minimum  of  7.b  per  cer.t  of  milk  fat  ^nd  a  minimum  of  25.5 
per  cent  total  n.ilk  sciids:  for  unsweetened  evaporated  milk,  provided  that  the  sum 
of  the  percentages  of  milk  fat  and  total  milk  solids  be  net  less  then  33. 7.  The 
American  standards  for  sweetened  conoensed  milk  require  8  j er  cent  milk  fat  and 
28  per  cent  total  milk  solids. 

The  British  regulations  also  stfte  that  every  tin  of  imported  condensed 
milk  must  bear  a  label  specifying  description  (namely,  full  cream  unsweetened)  ana 
stating  equivalent  volume  of  mill   or  skim  milk  contained  in  the  tin.     Every  tin  of 
condensed  skim  milk  must  be  labeled  "Unfit  for  baties".     The  name  and  address  of 
the.  manufacturers  must  also  appear  on  the  label  and  ^11  instructions  as  to  dilution 
placed  on  the.  tin  must  be  quantitatively  accurate. 

Although  the  factories  in  tne  Uh-itea  States- can,  and,  no  doubt,  will  pro- 
duce condensed  and  evaporated  mill  to  conform  to  the  new  British  import  regulations 
the  process  will  be  considerably  more  expensive.    Tne  American  standards  were  for- 
mulated and  adopted  not  only  because  they  could  be  met  at  all  seasons  cf  the  year 
by  the.  American  milk  industry  when  proper  sanitary  conditions  are  observed,  but  also 
because  they  result  -in  the  production  of  products  of  high  grade,  of  uniform  com- 
position and  of  acceptable  commercial  character.  -       •  •  *
